SMALL TOWN VIRTUE 

Just what do our city friends mean 
when they speak, smomewhat dispar¬ 
agingly of small-town virtues. Do 
they mean our strict conformity to 
certain lines of conduct, which are 
not necessarily our own, (but are 
wished upon us. We commence our 
^uljustrhent to any small community 
Dy livihg, not so much by our own 
conception of right and wrong, as by 
a sort of accumulated balance of 
opinion. “What people will say’’ is a 
pretty active police force. And we 
find that, in the main, it all realUr- 
pays in peace of mind and generally 
well-being. So we fall into an inflex¬ 
ible groove of smugness, which rouses 
the scorn of unfettered souls. On our 
own part, we are very apt to forget 
that these acquired virtues of reas¬ 
onable living are largely a product of 
our restricted environment Yet 
against this tendency to smugness, 
are many fine developments of small 
town life, very often overlooked. We 
mix constantly, not necessarily be¬ 
cause we are congenial in our inter¬ 
ests but because we are obliged to. 
And from forced intimacy we discov¬ 
er countless fine qualities in each oth¬ 
er, that in a looser connection would 
have gone unregarded. We have time 
and opportunity for friendships. 
There is a kindliness and warmth, in 
small town life, distinctly lacking in 
lighter city contacts. If there is 
trouble to be met, there are neigh¬ 
bors at hand. And the word neighbor 
has a meaning. Our enforced asso¬ 
ciations are fine discipline for us. The 
interwoven social and business life, 
conspires to force people into a for¬ 
getting of small woes and slights'. 
People must work together, and it 
grows increasingly easy, to overlook 
petty personal dislikes. Altogether 
through intimate daily association we 
discover both the best and the worst 
in each other But to Live amicably 
as most small communities do, we 
must tend more and more to magni¬ 
fy the best and minimize the worst. 
In no place are bluff and swank so 
futile. In detx L tfie “blulF’ that is 
part of the stock in trade of much of 
the social life of cities, is worse than 
useless in a small town, where every¬ 
one knows the facts. Simplicity is 
honored, and a man is valued accord¬ 
ing to his daj^to day merits. 


GOVERNMENT EMBARRASSED 

The King government is embarras¬ 
sed by the Mancil resolution. There 
is a report that the government has' 
passed on to the Mexican consul that 
he can relieve that embarrassment by 
resigning on the plea of ill-health, but 
Mr. Marcil says he will press his res¬ 
olution even though the Consul re¬ 
sign, for he wants to direct attention 
to the cruelties of the Calles dicator- 1 
ship and the recognition accorded 
Callqs -by the visit of Sir Henry 
Thornton at the behest, or at least 
with the consent, of the King govern¬ 
ment. Ah Ottawa despatch says thatj 
the speaker may declare the resolu¬ 
tion out of order on the ground that 
it demands something out of the con¬ 
trol of the government. The point 
thus raised is that the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment cannot give a Consul his 
passports without the consent of the 
British government. If however, Mr. j 
Marcil should waive that portion of 
the resolution and confine it wholly to 
a censure of Calles and Thornton, the 
issue would involve greater peril to 
the government. Conservatives who 
would not c^re to vote for a motion 
demanding the recall of a Consul, 
might vote for a motion censuring 
the government for allowing the gen¬ 
eral manager of the National Rail- 
w’ays to go to Mexico when it involv¬ 
ed, besides absence from his duties, 
the danger of offending the sensibil¬ 
ities of Roman Catholics in Canada. 
It would be interesting to know how 
the government allowed itself to fall 
into this position. Was ft unaware of 
the feeling among Ronj^n Catholics 
which bursts into flame so suddenly? 
If so, it’s intelligence department was 1 
asleep. 

THE PEOPLE’S WILL 

Queen Victoria's p re stive would not 
have been impaired were it not for 
the publication of her letters. She 
was young when she came to the 
throne, and the wonder is that sid 
made so few mistakes. She consu t- 
ed Lord Melbourne'after he had ces s¬ 
ed to be Prime Minister and he h id 
to tell her to consult her constitution¬ 
al advisers instead. Years after, she 
resented the Radical tendencies of 
the Gladstone administration. She 
would have been horrified if some one 
had told her that her grandson would 
have for his Prime Minister a Radical 
like Ramsay McDonald. So Tar as 
w r e know, King George V accepted 
McDonald quite cordially, as he was 
hound to do. Prejudices die hard, but 
the wise monarch is he, or she, who 
leaves government to the people. The 
King of Great Britain- can have a 
great deal of influence with his gov¬ 
ernment, but he only endangers the 
monarchy when he clashes with his 
constitutional advisers. 


MENTALLY FIT 
I -:- 

In this age we specialize in physi¬ 
cal fitaans, but whether the same 
thought is given to mental fitness is a 
question There is a much stronger 
tendency to become mentally muscle 
bound rather than physically. Nor¬ 
mally, man devotes about ten hours 
a day to this physical well being, 
what with sleeping, eating, bathing, 
etc. And an authority suggests that 
half an hour a day is not too much 
time to devote to mental setting-up 
exercises. He suggests definite exer¬ 
cises and it is surprising how many 
of us would find ourselves mentally 
flabby, in .first attempting these. 
Finst, pick-up a book which you en¬ 
joy, and read one paragraph. Then 
summarize in your mind the gist of 
the paragraph. Next try reading a 
page, and find how much of the kernel 
remains in your mind. Try a chapter 
and see tjie result. Then follows, af¬ 
ter these preliminary setting-up exer¬ 
cises, a more difficult task. Try to 
think for ten consecutive minutes any 
one subject—anything at all for ten ' 
solid minutes. You will be surprised 
at how many times your mind flies J 
off, and must be recalled. But drag it 
back, until you find yourself able to 
think connectedly on one theme for 
the allotted time Then extend the 
time of concentration to fifteen min¬ 
utes, twenty. When you have reach- 
ed the achievement of 30 consecutive 
minutes of straight thought with only 
a few lapses, you will be possession 
of a reliable dependable thinking ma¬ 
chine in which you may take pride. 
The most insidious enemy to this abil¬ 
ity for concentrated thought is worry. 
The wrong way’ to treat worry is to 
fight it. Instead, crowd it out wrtft 
happier thoughts. Once you have 
found a line of thought that crowds 
out worry, you are on the way to 
mastery of your mind. 

AUSTRALIA’S PROBLEMS 

Australia always has a drought in 
some part of her territory. Her 
most serious problems are drought 
and under population. The second 
largest desert area in the world, 1,- 
100,000 square miles is in Australia, 
and much of her tropical area is ster¬ 
ile. 42 per cent, of Austrialia is arid 
(though half of this is fair pastoral 
country in good seasons), another 34 
per cent is good pastoral country, 3 
per cent, js suited to tropical agricul¬ 
ture, and finally 21 per cent, has a 
clim ate suitable for close white popu¬ 
lation Water is a constant Austral¬ 
ian problem. In spite of this, Aus¬ 
tralia stands on the threshold of 
greatness and is destined to become 
a power in the Pacific. Her cry of 
“White Australia,” meaning probably 
“British Australia,’’ is aimed to keep 
out Asiatic and African peoples. 
Japan must expand, and clearly Aus¬ 
tralia is underpopulated. But if she 
multiplies her population as she de¬ 
sires, she has marvellous resources to 
uphold her. Sydney, in addition to a 
remarkable harbor, has rich coal re¬ 
sources, which would develop her 
manufacturing areas. Manufacturing 
would take a prominent place at Mel¬ 
bourne, with resources of electricity 
based on endless brown coal deposits. 
In Tasmania hydro electric is avail¬ 
able. In the meantime, the overhang¬ 
ing fear of drought, and her undet, 
population hamper her growth. 

(H R COAL INDUSTRY 

Shipments of Alberta coal in 1927, 
according to official estmates have 
exceeded the six million ton mark. 
The coal production of Alberta has 
been valued annually at $20,000,000. 
There were 313 mines in operation 
and about 9,000 men were employed. 
In 1926 there was shipped to Ontario 
from the American anthricite mines 
$27,256,806 worth of hard coal. The 
freight rate of $10.07 per ton for Al¬ 
berta coal to Toronto prohibit the ship 
ment of coal from Alberta, but if that 
rate could be reduced to about $7.50 
per ton it would give a grejft impetus 
to the Alberta coal tradeY 

The Ottawa local of the Canadian 
Council of Women has passed a resolu 
tion urging the Dominion Government 
to sanction “Canadian” as a term ex¬ 
pressing race. This action will be 
warmly supported throughout Can¬ 
ada. The census enumerators, under 
instructions, insisted that we might 
be any nationality except “Cana¬ 
dian.” The Manitoba Free Press says 
that the present census system of 
tabulating is an insult to Canadian 
people A family that has lived for 
three generations in Canada, is Cana¬ 
dian and should not be classed other-

The purpose of the 
meeting was to make an effort to in¬ 
duce the C.P.R. to extend the road 
from Arrowwood to Blackie Repre¬ 
sentatives from the Calgary Board of 
Trade, from Gleichen from Lomond 
and other points were gathered at 
this meeting. Beyond Arrowwood 
there is a great wheat producing 
country, that is obliged to make im¬ 
possibly long hauLs, and more acre¬

.Municipal Institution and Govern¬ 
ment Officials Criticized 

The following from The Herald, has 
been submitted for publication ami is 
given a place_in these columns for 
the value it might be in directing at¬ 
tention to that which should be avoid¬ 
ed in the promotion of like institu¬ 
tions elsewhere. 

Strong criticism of the site, size, 
architecture, construcion, operation 
operation and maintenance of the In- 
nisfail Municipal Hospital, of an Ed¬ 
monton architect—who was the archi- j 
tect recommended by the department 
of health for the' proposed building— 
and of A. K. Whiston, supervisor of 
hospitals for the provincial govern¬ 
ment, are contained in a report of P. 
G. Thomson, Edmonton barrister, who 
acted as commissioner in an investiga 
tion into the affairs of the hospital, in 
the fall of 1927 

Dissesion among thd. hospital staff 
an outbreak of septicemia—blood- 
poisoning—which resulted in .the 
deaths of two operation patients, and 
several complaints of improper at¬ 
tention or lack of attention to patiens 
formed the basis for the enquiry 

Mr. Thomson, who had conducted 
hospital investigations at the Man- 
ville and other hospitals, was named 
commissioner on September 13, 1927. 

The hospital cost $26,489 to build. 
It was opened in November, 1926, to 
serve the needs of five municipal and 
two urban districts, and from the out¬ 
set, says Mr. Thomson, the hospital 
proved too small for the needs of the 
district. 

The site, according to the report, is 
on four acres of land on the edge of 
town, and the commissioner finds it 
“difficult to understand the reason 
for the choice,’’ as connection to 
sewer and water wduld be costly, the 
building was placed in a hollow on 
the side of sloping ground, the ap¬ 
proaches in wet weather were a “sea 
of slush and mud” in which autos fre 
quently stuck, to the annoyance and 
disturbance of the patients, and even 
the much-vaunted view, adds the re¬ 
port, was marred by a conspicuous 
cesspool which had an unpleasant 
odor. 

The hospital, proceeds the report, 
was built from plans preparer! by an 
architect recommended by officials, of 
the provincial department of health. 
Neither the hospital board, nor the lo 
cal physicians were given opportunity 
to consider the proposed building but 
were apparently told the building 
“was a purely departmental affair,’’ 
a “peculiar, if not a most unfortunate 
attitude,” comments the commissidn- 
er, as it had a “depressing effect’’ on 
the board, damped their ardor, and 
left the general impression that the 
department was in control, and the 
board was “merely a rubber stamp.” 
As a result, the staff got the impres¬ 
sion that control was of the remote 
variety and there was a consequent 
slackening up of operation round the 
hospital, says the report. 

“It would have been well had these 
officials, and the architect, remember¬ 
ed there was an act on in the statute 
book, and government regulations 
duly issued thereunder dealing with 
the construction of hospitals and so 
taken care that in the construction of 
this hospital, these were complied 
with As they did not do this, and so 
set a bad example* those in charge of 
the hospital cannot now be criticized 
too severely for not living up to the 
regulations,’’ is the commissioners 
criticism. 

The hospital, according to the re¬ 
port, violates government regulations 
in the following particulars: 

There is not the regulation cubic 
air space in some -wards; no proper 
means for disinfection of clothing; no 
provision for a mortuary; no accom¬ 
modation for pulmonary, tuberculosis 
or delirium tremens cases. 

It is also defective, says the com¬ 
missioner, in the following respects: 

| No staff bathroom in the basement; 
no linen chute; case room too small; 
no washroom; floors “terrible” and 
foot of walls lined with wood; all 
doors are too narrow to allow beds to 
go through; operating room too small 
nurses quarters under roof a danger¬ 
ous fire trap.

The Alberta Motor Association re¬ 
cently forwarded to Ottawa a resolu¬ 
tion calling on the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to set aside a further $50,000,- 
000, to be made available to the prov¬ 
inces over a period of five years, for 
the continuing of construction ef 
main highways throughout Canada. 

In support of this argument, atten¬ 
tion is called to the fact that high¬ 
ways are not of local interest" but of 
national interest just as are railroads. 
To promote the building of railroads, 
in earlier days, valuable land grants 
were given to the promoters, and the 
[bonds guaranteed In 1919 a Domin¬ 
ion grant of $20,000,000 was set aside 
for main highway construction. The 
Dominion acting in co-operation with 
the provinces, arranged a plan where¬ 
by a part of this grant was available 
for each province, the grant to be in 
proportion to population. Each prov¬ 
ince then went to work on a main 
i highway program, and received from 
the Dominion forty per cent, of the 
cost of construction up to its share of 
the $20,000,000 grant. Under this 
stimulus many miles of fine highways j 
have been constructed and it is be- , 
cause of the good work already done 
and because the arrangement lapses 
on 1 March 31, 1928, that the Alberta 
Motor Association finds justification 
in the forwarding of the following 
resolution for Federal Aid Renewal: 
“Whereas - tourist traffic is capable of 
greatly increasing the national 
wealth; Anil whereas the Dominion 
Government is the greatest benefic¬ 
iary of the use of motor cars in Can¬ 
ada, through the large revenues ob¬ 
tained in customs duties on imported 
cars and accessories thereof. And 
whereas good roads will immediately 
increase the flow of tourist traffic, the 
use of motor cars throughout Canada 
and result in immediate direct bene¬ 
fit to the national treasury. Be it re¬ 
solved that in the opinion of the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association in general 
meeting assembled, the . Dominion 
Government should appropriate $50,- 
000,000 to be paid to the provinces in 
aid of the building of new highways 
and the improvement of existing 
roads, and that the said subvention 
should be paid not on a basis of pop¬ 
ulation but on a basis of the road 
mileage, of the various provinces to 
be improved.” 

The Motor Association further is 
ence to bear on their representatives 
hoping that individuals, organizations 
Newspapers will all bring their influ- 
in the Dominion Government to see 
that this grant is not allowed to lapse 
but is continued. '

The Power of the Human Tongue—

Community 

It is said that there are three clas¬ 
ses of people—those who talk about 
others, those who talk about possess¬ 
ions, and those who talk in abstrac¬ 
tions, ideas. To hold aloof entirely 
from a human interest in the ups and 
down of ones neighbor, is not neces¬ 
sarily a virtue. People often pride i 
themselves unduly in having no inter- ' 
est in, gossip, when they really mean 
that humanity lacks for them any ap-1 
peal. They themselves are wanting 
in warmth. And they hurl indiscrim¬ 
inately, all purveyors of news into the ! 
same basket, failing toNicknowledge 
that gossip has. an infinity of forms 
and ramifications, from the irrespon- j 
sible, cheerful, highly colored tales j 
that furnish a laugh and no more, to 
the sinister, evil stories that <|o irre¬ 
parable harm. 

Gossip in some form or other is the 
warp and woof of a community, the 
mainspring of many joys and sorrows. 
And it certainly needs attention. 

Take any common piece of news. 
Plant it in - a dozen different recepta¬ 
cles and see what you get. Burbank 
himself would never anticipate such 
fruition. Every conceivable color and 
fragrance—all from one seed. Each 
receptacle ministers to, and colors the 
tale with his own personality, reveal¬ 
ing thereby his inner self. 

For instance, a little later in the 
year, there will buzz through the 
town, the perennial rumor that a wiki 
man has been seen in the park. No 
park is completely outfitted without 
one wild man per year. This story, 
passing into the possession of Mrs. A. 
emerges a glowing luJniriant flower 
of irresistible humor. Falling a prey 
to Mrs. II. it wilts and dies, entering 
upon barren soil. When it reaches 
Mrs. C’s welcoming care, it is again 
transformed into something, eerie, 
haunting, mysterious. From-Mrs. D. 
it develops sinister poisonous quali¬ 
ties. All the same story, but quite un¬ 
recognized as such, after a few days 
of activity. 

n Stranger still, are the stories which 
commence and grow, with no visible 
“Starter” and for no reason. For ex¬ 
ample, periodically, the word gets 
about that Bill Thompson, a man in 
the neighborhood, is dead. This is in¬ 
excusable—Bill is rarely, in fact nev¬ 
er dead. He is the storm centre of 
many events. If anyone falls over on 
embankment, it is Bill. If anyone is 
“drug” by a horse, it is Bill. He has 
often indeed been nearly dead, but to 
do him complete justice, he has never 
quite made it. Yet, every so often, 
and usually at times when he is plac¬ 
idly ploughing, phones clatter, and i 
the word is passed round that poor 
Bill is no more. What ever starts it? 

People in small communities grow 
so indifferent to startling reports of 
their births, deaths and other inter¬ 
mediary offences, that they scarcely 
exert themselves to denial. 

Yet there is a difference in forms 
of gossip, and to learn to discriminate 
in the spreading thereof is a fine art.

Some Fanners in south-eastern Al¬ 
berta are making from $10 to $15 a 
lay in trapping coyotes and badgers. 
These skins have high value this year 
though it is considered that coyote 
skins have reached their peak Coy¬ 
otes run from $10, badgers from $12 
to $17. — 

Total returns of $435,506 31 were 
realized for, stock marketed through 
the Blindman Valley Hog Pool Asso¬ 
ciation according to figures presented 
at the annual meeting of the organ¬ 
izations held last week at Rimbey. 
The pool has apporximately 1,200 
members. 

An exhibit of Alberta’s soil pro¬ 
ducts, similar to the exhibit shown at 
the recent Seed Fair held in Calgary, 
will be a feature of the Western. Can¬ 
ada Agricultural Show to be held at 
Winnipeg at the T. Eaton store. It is 
at this show which will be held Feb¬ 
ruary 6 to 18, that the miniature of 
the Prince of Wales ranch will be a 
feature. , 

Coal production in Alberta during 
1927 established a record reaching a 
total for all grades of 6,936,765 tons 
according to figures recently compiled 
by the Mines Branch. This produgtion 
exceeds that of the best previous 
year, 1920, by some 27,832 tons and 
sets a new high mark in the history 
of the development of Alberta’s 
wealth of coal. 

Comparison of Alberta’s record in 
fire insurance with that of other Wes¬ 
tern Provinces shows that in the case 
of one of the largest companies hand¬ 
ling principally a farm insurance 
business the loss rgtio in this prov¬ 
ince was for the first time in six years 
lower than in Manitoba and Saskatch¬ 
ewan. The loss in cents per $l(Hi of 
insurance carried by this company 
was as follows: Alberta 13.32; Sas¬ 
katchewan 17.34, and Manitoba 14.60. 

Saskatchewan is to impose a gaso¬ 
line tax of 3 cents a gallon to be ap¬ 
plied to Highway Improvement. Prev¬ 
ious to this Saskatchewan has not 
touched the gasoline field of taxation, 
wheieas both Manitoba and Alberta 
have almost, exhausted every known 
form of provincial taxation without 
complete roadwork. Completion of 
the trans Canada highway in Sas¬ 
katchewan is in sight. That province 
has a 7000 mile plan in contemplation 
including roads north of Prince Al¬ 
bert, touching the National Park. 
More than 3000 miles of this is com¬ 
pleted. 

Hail insurance claims to the total 
of $2,515,000 representing a loss of 
17% of the total risk involved were 
paid in 1927 by the Municipal Hail 
Insurance Board of Alberta, it is an¬ 
nounced by A H. Tovell, chairman of 
the board. This amount, Mr. Tovell 
declaredd, was the heaviest/hail dam¬ 
age in a similar area ever recorded in 
the North American continent. Out 
of a total of 10,404 applications for 
insurance more than 5,000 clainis had 
been received involving approximate¬ 
ly 600,000 acres of the 1,151,000 un¬ 
derwritten. Mfi. Tovell in his report 
pointed out that the past year in this 
respect hiul been an abnormal one, a 
number of grain growing areas in the 
province having been visited by 
storms of exceptional severity. 

At the Pan American Conference 
in Havana, Cuba, many startling hu¬ 
mors are afloat. One is that the Brit¬ 
ish West Indies will pass from under 
the rule of London to the guardian¬ 
ship of the Dominion of Canada. This 
rumor has gained . weight from the 
fact of the great expansion of Can¬ 
ada’s foreign trade, the successive 
steps that Canada is taking to the 
rank of a world power and the 
growth of a nationalistic sentiment in 
her people. Canada and British ne¬ 
gotiations arc declared to have reach¬ 
ed the point where British Honduras 
is to be placed under the guardian¬ 
ship of Canada. Another rumor is 
that United States would be willing 
to cancel the British debt for the con¬ 
trol of the Islands dotting the ap¬ 
proach to the Panama, Canal. These 
islands form a Stragetie stronghold 
to the Panama. Further, the purchase 
of French Guiana on the mainland 
might be applied on the French war 
debt.

“LET’S PULL TOGETHER 


To Editor of The Advocate:- 

Having been criticised for my truck 
driving on the east township Vulcan 
road, I feel that an explanation will, 
or should alleviate any hard feelings, 
should they exist. 

We have beep unfortunate this win¬ 
ter in not being able to market our 
grain. The rhads have been impas¬ 
sable for. months, causing heavy in¬ 
terest payments-to the farmers, and 
unpaid accounts to the townspeople. 
Yet everybody has been patient—a 
habit we’ve acquired in not trying to 
buck nature’s plans. 

A week ago a few track drivers de¬ 
cided they would try h trip, and by 
starting in with small loads they were 
able to get to Vulcan. ’Just as long 
as the loaded truck could have the 
hard track it could get along, but of¬ 
ten two inches outside the beaten 
track-a truck would helplessly down. 
Even the road allowances could not 
be used for a loaded truck to turn out, 
so among ourselYes we established, 
through good fellowship, and un¬ 
known to ourselves a sort of road law. 
New drivers coming on each day, as 
the roads improve, mistake our inten¬ 
tions for selfishness. Naturally they 
figure they are entitled to their share 
of the road, according to the law. 
They certainly are, but if any certain 
individual should insist on his rights 
there wouldn’t be a load of wheat in 
Vulcan for some tjme yet. The track 
runs from one side of the grade to 
the other, and it would take a survey¬ 
or to determine who was on, or off 
his right side of the road. 

We just simply dropped the idea 
that we had any right to any part of 
the road and work in fellowship with 
the object of taking the best advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity and get as 
much wheat marketed as possible. 

, I’ll just outline the system we have 
fallen into and the public cpn con¬ 
demn or offer us something be.tter. A 
truck that is loaded takes the hard 
track, heads for town, and does not 
pull from that track unless the driv¬ 
er feels certain its,safe on the side to 
hold up the weight. A loaded truck 
weighs from 3 to 6 tons and although 
a touring car driver cannot see why 
the truck does not pull out, the driver 
is pretty sure to know by the look of 
the snow if it will carry. When the 
trucks are coming back empty, they 
give the track “all of it, to the load¬ 
ed cars.” Sometimes a loaded truck 
waits a. few minutes for an empty, 
but unless its a very short wait, per¬ 
sonally, I’m not in favor, because 
there "is only about half a mile of road 
now that a light truck or touring car 
is in any danger of getting held up. 
Should a light car pull out and go 
down, the passing loaded truck, which 
always, or should always have a chain 
can easily pull the lighter one back 
on the trail, which is a delay of about 
two minutes. Now supposing- the 
loaded truck pulled out a foot and 
dropped through, all the empty trucks 
and touring cars on the road cannot 
pull it out, so we simply ask the one 
with the less risk, to take it. 

I would like to mention here the ap¬ 
preciation the truck drivers hold for 
the teamsters. They have been pes¬ 
tered greatly, yet all have, where 
possible given room to the faster 
conveyance. There has never been a 
harsh word or feeling and we’ve had 
lots of trouble, some of it careless¬ 
ness, yet the helping hand is always 
there to help in any emergency. - Can 
we keep this good feeling and make 
our work a pleasure ? I think so, if 
we just help each other. Let’s make 
it a point to carry a chain, axe, shov¬ 
el, often a wheat bundle or blanket 
does wonders.. When a light car pulls 
clear out into the snow, where it is 
likely to go down, don’t drive away 
until you see them hack on the trail. 
We never know when we may need a 
helping hand, so let’s all give one. I 
have, on several occasions, met tour¬ 
ing cars from other districts, that 
drove right up to me, split the hard 
trail just as even as it could be meas¬ 
ured, and stopped their car. They 
were perfectly right in their actions, 
and I wrong, sitting right on the 
track takng it all. I found by ex¬ 
plaining to the other driver that 1 
couldn’t pull of the track but if he 
would and get stuck I’d pull him back 
on again, it has always been respond¬ 
ed to with a smile and no inconven¬ 
ience to anyone. 

Let’s not criticise or buck each other 
I know the ones that have found fault 
with me would not have done so, had 
they been driving with us under the
